The Direct Tax— Indiana** Share. 

The bill of the Committee <>u Ways and 
Means of the Liucoln Congress for a di- 
rect tax has been passed. It is a direc 
tux of tvi0.000,000 on real estate and slaves 
distributed throughout the State aud Terri- 
tories. The proportion of Iudiauu as pro- 
vided by the hill, is $1, 3.17,315. The bill 
^jlso taxes stills, '.•oilers, ;md other utmsik 
w^gd iu distilling spirituous liquors, tif 
teen cents on every gallon of capacity. — 
Fermented and malt liquors are taxed five 
cents on a gallon, and spirituous liquors 
ten cents on a ga’lou. Vehicle, used for 
the trau*]»ortation of merchandize are to 
be free, but carriages are to be taxed: those 
valued at §50 are- to be taxed §1; those over 
>1,000 w ill betaxi d *50, with intermediate 
rates in proportion to the value of the ve- 
hicle. 

fc^Thc only portion of Kentucky now 
really free is that jiart lying on the Missis- 
sippi river below Cairo. Boats run regular- 
ly between Columbus aud Hickman and 
Memphis, carrying produce .groceries , Arc., 
to and Iro. The people there buy their 
groceries at a low price, and they send 
their wheat and produe to Memphis and 
get liberal, jciying prices in c-asa lor it.

Prophecy for the Grand Army. 

special Dispatches to the Cincinnati Gazette.] 

Washington, July 10. 

The Graud Army ha- at last crossed the 
Potomac iu due form, and we may believe 
that the great Southward movement has 
been : uagurated. Henceforth, rapid aud 
decisive movements arc to be anticipated, 
and the enemy’s siroug holds are no longer 
to remain unassailed. The utter rout of 
the rebels in Northwestern Virginia has in- 
spired with new ardor our troops iu this 
vicinity, who have been chafing at the long 
delay in their onward march, iusjiiriug 
them with buoyant hopes of wiuuing still 
brighter laurels than their brethren bey ond 
the mountains. 

The formal movement across the Potom- 
ac was inaugurated on a gigantic seals to- 
day. At an early hour the troops were 
mustered in every camp, and their urms 
aud accoutrements put in the finest order. 
The baud* played their most inspiriting airs, 
aud thousands of citizens and strangers 
poured forth to witness the imi*>Mug 
spectacle. About 1 o’clock General Scott 
and stall crossed the river, precediug most 
of the regiments. The sight was most im- 
pressive aud grand. Tue aged General 
seemed to have renewed his youth. Ilis 
snowy locks were the only evidence of his 
venerable age. His eyes sparkled with 
the fire which a confidence alike iu the 
jti'tieeaud triumph of his cause had en- 
kiudled. and his almost giaut stature ren- 
dered him conspicuous among the officers 
around him. Tue stranger could uot mis- 
take the Chief. 

The demonstration considered only as a 
pageant was most successful, aud the pub- 
lic are nearly as enthusiastic :is over the 
news or even the sight of some hotly con- 
tested battle. All seem to think that the 
Rubicon has now been passed and me war 
actually begun. 

There are at present fifty- five regiments 
between the Potomac and Fairlax Court 
House. The Ohio regiments are with the 
most advanced columns.

K.\ci:*(*rs of «?oi.diebs.— 1 Thu soldier* 
are beginning to be a nuisance at Wash- 
ington. The correspondent of the New 
York Herald thus writes from that city: 

Either the military or civil authorities 
of this city should pat a stop to the riot- 
ous conduct of drunken soldiers, who are 
permitted to stroll about mis city. It was 
never in a worse condition than now.— 
There is no safety to pedestrians on the 
street from being shot. Two men were 
shot to-night. Turee riots have occurred 
iu one street in less than twenty-four hours. 
Soldiers eDter private dwellings and de- 
maud inoffey, and it retused they offer of- 
fensive aud lusnlting language, and uot un- 
frcquently threaten to cto violence to those 
refusing. This must be stopped, or the 
occupants of dwellings and civilians walk- 
ing upon the street must resort to such 
means of self'-dclense a* will quiet rulliau- 
ism summarily, especially when there 
seems to be a w ant of disposition on the 
j<«rt of the civil and military authorities 
to do so. Soldiers who disregard the ci- 
vilities of life, and violate municipal law, 
will make poor defenders oi the tiag aud 
the Union. & 

General McDowell's Reasons for 
his Defeat.

Important Developments. 

General Scott and tin* Cabinet — 'The 
Duty ol the President. 

[From the New York Times, -.*fitb.] 

The following paragraph appears iu the 
Washiugton correspondence of the Tri- 
bune : 

Mr. Moses II. Grinnell does Secretary 
Cameron great injustice when he place's 
upon him the responsibility ot refusing 
regiments and mounted men. We have 
pretty good reason for knowiug that Sec- 
letar’v Caut'-ron has accepted regiments 
that have been refused by Gen. Scott, who 
with his peculiar iteration of manner re- 
replied, “I don’t want any cavalry, sir; I 
don’t want any cavalry, sir. My plnu of 
campaign doesn't require cavalry, sir." It 
is but justice to the President aiid Cabinet 
that the country should know that Genet at 
S'-ott hut had full control of all (he war more- 
incuts, and also organized the column*, a/t- 
/ min ted thi ojficers, and selected the time and 
points of attack at Hull’s Ran. 

So far as the preparation of the army for 
the special service assigned it is concerned, 
it is undoubtedly tru<- that Gen. Scott did 
have full Conti ol. He probably did “or- 
ganize the columns, and appoint the offi- 
cers;” and he may have “selected the time 
and points of ufuick at Bull Run” — alter 
that attack had been peremptorily ordered 
by his superiors — though we are inclined 
to believe that these details were eoutideil 
to Brigadier (ieuer.il McDowell, who was 
on the spot, and who could form, from a 
persjual ex tui' nation of the approaches, a 
much better opinion as to the poiut* ot at- 
tack than Gen. Scott. The tact that both 
the time and poiLt of attack were changed 
by Gen. McDowell, proves, iudeed, that, iu 
this rasped, he was left to the exercise of 
his own judgment. The original purpose 
was to attack the enemy's position on 
Thursday afternoon or Friday morning, by 
turning u on the south side— aud (icu. Mc- 
Dowell went personally with Col. Hciutzel- 
niau’s column to superintend the attack. 
But he found the roads tin that side imprac- 
ticable lor heavy artillery — and on tuat ac- 
count abandoned the plan. Friday was 
devoted to a survey on the other 11 ink, and 
there he found the roads iu sueU a condi- 
tion a* to justify the attempt to turu the 
enemy's posit iou ou that side. The fact 
that Geu. McDowell thus changed the time 
ot attack trom Friday to Sunday, and the 
jMjint of attack from the southern to tue 
northern tl ink, shows that the control of 
these details was confided wholly to him 
by Gen. Scott, aud we presume every oue 
will concede that this discretion was wise- 
ly exercised, and the change judicious. 

But all this leaves the main point un- 
touched. The question is, Who derided 
that the attack should be model Who de- 
termined that tie road to RicQmond should 
be by Manassas Junction ? Who is respon- 
sible for the plau ol operations by which a 
a battle at this point, selected by the rebels 
themselves, admirably adapted lor defense, 
fortified through three long months ot 
incessant laboft accessible to their rein- 
forcements from botli directions, aud iu 
ail respects precisely such a position as 
they might wish to make it, became a 
matter ol necessity? The paragraph quo- 
ted above, for the purpose ot relieving the 
President and Cabinet, throws the respon- 
sibility u]k)u Gen. Scott. We have not the 
slightest d.sire to involve the President 
aud Cabinet in any responsibility that docs 
not belong to them; but on the other 
hand, we do not intend that Geu. Scott 
shall be loaded with blame for acts which 
were done by others. We know that Geu. 
Scott was opposed to this plan of the cam- 
paign from the beginning; he deemed it 
unwise to make Richmond the main poiut 
of the movement; but alter that had been 
decided against him, ho was opposed to 
marching against it by the longest and 
most difficult route, through a country ev- 
ery loot ot which would be obstinately de- 
fended, and which must he held by a strong 
force after it had once been taken. This 
we know to be true — and iu spite of the 
delicacy of such disclo-urts, we shall not 
hesitate to state the authority for it. It is 
that of Gen Scott himself. 

On the Tuesday preceding the battle, 
Geu. Scott, at his own table, in presence 
of his aids and a single guest, discussed 
the whole subject ot this war, in ail its 
parts, aud with the utmost clearness and 
accuracy. He had a distinct, and well 
defined opinion ou every point connected 
with it, and stated what his plan would be 
for bringing it to a close, if the manage- 
ment of it uad been left iu his h inds. The 
main object of the war, he said, was to 
bring the people of the rebellious States 
to feel the pressure of the Government; to 
compel them to return to their obedience 
and loyalty. And this must be done with 
the Ica.-t possible expenditure of life, com- 
patible with the attainment ot the object. 
N'o Christian nation can be justified, be 
said, in waging war in such a wav as shall 
destroy 501 lives, when the object of the 
war can be attained at a cost ot 500. Every 
man killed beyond the number absolutely 
required, is murdered. Hence, he looked 
upon all shooting of pickets, all scouting 
forays not required in order to advance the 
general object of the war, all destruction 
of life, on either side, which did not con- 
tribute to the geueral result, as so utauy 
acts of unjustifiable homicide. 

If the matter had been left to him, he 
said he would have commenced by a per- 
fect blockade of every Southern port on 
the Atlantic and the G'ulf. Then he would 
have collected a large force at the Capital 
for defensive purposes— and another large 
one on the Mississippi for otfem-ive opera- 
tions. The summer months, during which 
it is madness to take foojs south of St. 
Louis, should have beeu devoted to tactical 
instruc ion— ard with the first frosts of au- 
tumn, he would have taken a column of 
well disciplined troops down the 
Mississippi — aud taken every Important 
point on that river, New Orleans included. 
It could boro been d me, In said, with greater 
t are, with less loss of life, and with far more 
iinjjortant results than would attend the 
marching of an army to Richmond. At 

eight points the river would probablv have 
boon defended, and eight battles would 
have been me. sgiry ; but iu every oue of 
them .-uccess could have been made certain 
for us. The Mississippi and the Atlantic 
once ours, the Southern States would have 
been compelled, by the natural und inevita- 
t‘iu pr**surp of events, to seek, by a return 
to the l. uion, escape from the ruin that 
would speedily overwhelm them out of it. 
•This, ’ said he “ was mv plan. But 1 am 
only u subordinate. It is my business to 
give advice when it is asked, and to obev 
orders when they are given. 7 shad do il 
There are gentlemen in the Cabinet who 
know muen more about war than 1 do, and 
wuo have far greater influence than I have 
in determining the plan of the campaign. 

1 licrt* never <i more just und up- 

right man than the President — never oue 
who desired more sincerely to oromote 
the best interests of the country. But 
there are men among his advisers who con- 
sult their own resentments far more titan 
the dictates ol nisdom and experience, and 

these men wi/1 probably deride the plan ot' the 

campaign. I shall do, or attempt, whatev- 
er I am ordered to do. Rut they must not 
hold me responsible. If I am ordered to go 
to Richmond, I shall endeavor to do it.— 
Bull know perfectly well tha'. they have 
no coutfeptiou of the difficulties we shall 
encounter. I know the country, 
how admirably adapted it is to defence’ 
and how resolutely and obstinately it will 
be deiended. I would like nothing better 
than to take Richmond:— now that it has 
been disgraced by becoming the capital of 
the rebel Confederacy, I feel a resentment 
towards it, and should like nothing better 
than to scatter its Congress to the winds. 
But I have lived long enough to know that 
human resentment is a very bad founda- 
tion for a public policy, and these gentle- 
men will live long enough to learn it also. 
I shall do what I am ordered. I shall fight 
when aud where I am commanded. Rut if 
I am rornpetled to fight before I am ready, 
they shall not hold me responsible. These 
gentlemen must take the responsibility of 
their acts, as I am willing to take that oi 
mine. But they must not throw their res- 
ponsibility on my shoulders.” 

Thi6 Is the substance and very nearly the 
language of a portion of Gen. ScotL’s con- 



versation on the occasion referred to. Ii 
proves conclusively that he was opposed 
to the advance upon Richmond by wav of 
| Mantissas at that time, and also that' the 
Administration was almost certain to over- 
rule his objections aud command a battle. 
Taken iu connection with what was said in 
the House of Representatives ou Wednes- 
day, it leaves no doubt ou the subject: 

Mr. Richardson. I repeat that Hen. 
Scott has been forced to fight this battle. 1 
will tell him vvfiui occurred yesterday morn- 
ing. My colleagues (Logan and' Wush- 
burne) and myself were present with the 
President, Secretary ot War, and Geu. 
Scott. In the course ol our conversation, 
Gen. Scott remarked, “I am the biggest 
coward in the world.” I rose from my seat. 
“Stay,” said Geu. Scott, “I will prove it.— 
/ hane fought the > ndtl * against mg judgment 
and I think the 1‘resuh nt ought to retnOce me 
to-tlay for doing it. As God is my judge," 
he auded, after an interval of silence. “I did 
all in my power to make the army efficient, 
and I deserve removal because I did not 
staudup when I could, and did not." I 
stand here to vindicate Geo. Scott. I am 
indebted to the gentleman from Missouri 
tor the compliment he paid me. I desire 
to say for myself that I am here the last ol 
a generation, my fatner and grandfather 
having fallen beneath tht fl>g ot their 
country. I, too, have fought ttuder its folds 
at home and abroad, and, God willing, there 
I w ill stand to the cud of my Lite, defend- 
ing it against all foes. 

Mr. Washiu hn. As my colleague has 
referred to Gen. Scott’s remarks, he might 
also allude to what the President said. 

Mr. Rn ti AitDSiix. I will do so. “Your 
conversation implies "said the PresUeut to 
Geu. Scott, “ that I forced you to battle.” 
To which Geu. Scott replied^ “ I have nev- 
er served under a President who lias beeu 
kinder to me than you have beeu.” Rut 
Hen. .W( did not eellece the President from 
the fact of th* bitter haring forced him to 
.light the battle. Gen. Scott thus paid a com- 
plitneut to the President personally. 

Wo repeat what we said yesterday— that 
President Lincoln is not likely, of his 
own motion, to nave overruled Gen. Scott, 
aud to have forced him to light a battle 
against his will. But President Lincoln 
is, to a very great exteut, in such a matter 
as this, in ihe hands of his Cabinet. — 
A portion of that Cabinet is kuown 
to nave full and entire confidence 
in the military ability of Gen. Scott— while 
another portion is equally well kuown to 
he governed by sentiments of personal dis- 
like which amount almost to hatred. It is 
not necessary to specify individuals. It is 
a matter of notoriety that some members 
of the Cabinet have done little else during 
the last few weeks than to denounce Gem 
Scott, ridicule his plans of the campaign 
and declaim ou the necessity of overruling 
or superseding him. They have succeeded 
in overruling him— with what results the 
couutry knows too well. 

Now, we have not the slightest wish to 
see anything like a break up ot this Ad- 
ministration. Such an event, in the pres- 
ent condition of the country, could only 
be fruitful iu disaster. But it is indispen- 
sably necessary for the President to decide, 
jieremtecily and finally, bctwrei t Hen. Scott 
and those a ho leoahf oner rule him. ihe 
great interest ol the couutry now lies in 
its army. Its military department is the 
department of overwhelming interest and 
importance. Its finances and its foreign 
relations are in good hands; and there 
should he not a moment’s hesitation iu 
placing at the head of the War Department 
some mau of larger views, of more expe- 
rience, and of more commanding personal 
reputation, thau the present incumbent. 
Aud, above all, the country «hould know 
at once whether it may still lean upon the 
great military genius and experience of the 
Lieutenant General of our armies, or 
whether we are to be tlirowu back upon 
the new crop of Generals and statesmen 
who are striving to grasp the power that 
rests in his hands. I^etthe Presidthit ntakc 
up his own mind ou this point, and tlieu 
make hi* Cabinet a unit upon it. If the 
Blairs, and the Greeleys, and the radical 
contemners of experience and science iu 
military matters, are to bear sway, let it be 
undisputed. Let them have full posses- 
sion of the Government, and take all the 
responsibility of its ruin. If not, let them 
retire aud give place to men of cooler 
temper and of wiser heads. The worst 
thing the President can do, in this crisis, 
is to hesitate, and allow things to drift at 
random, as they are now doing. 



A Timely Movement on the Field ol 
Battle. 

The following statement in relation to 
the battle ol Sunday has been communi- 
cated to the New York Post by oue of the 
stall’ of a General who was present during 
the action: 

About 3 o’clock in the afteruoon, Geu. 
Schenek discovered that we were defeated. 
Oue of Geu. McDowell’s aids had brought 
the glad news that we were victorious, and 
up to that time undoubtedly we were. — 
But Gen. Schenck, occupying a prominent 
position on the Guiusville road, saw a large 
body of the enemy marching in between 
his brigade and Hunter's division. At the 
same time, three dill'ereut batteries, that 
for nearly an hour had been silent, sudden- 
ly opened again, and he saw that Hantei’s 
division would lie cut to pieces and their 
ODly road to Centreville closed, if some- 
thing were not done at once. He imme- 
diately ordered two pieces of Carlisle’s 
battery to the farthest point ou the Gains- 
ville road toward Manassas, and bringing 
up the First Ohio and Second New York to 
sustain them, opened upon the enemy and 
their batteries. 

He held this position until the troops 
gathered between him and Hunter were 
dispersed and the obstructions placed upou 
the bridge were cut away, when he fell 
back in good order. The result of this 
was to open the road to Centreville, and 
prevent the evident attack on the rear con- 
templated by the Confederates. In a word, 
he contributed greatly to save the army 
from total destruction. 

Story of the Battle by a Zouave. 

[Correspondence X. Y. Timas.] 

One little short fellow, with a bright 
black eye, having his red skull-cap pushed 
on the back oi his head, his arms akimbo, 
aud his cheek dilated with the weed, was 
holding forth to a knot of admiring tneu 
and boys, somewhat in this fashion : 
“Fight! Oh, no, lie didn’t light — perhaps 
we didn’t. Just >ee here. Alter we’d 

been a standing three hours, by , in 

the grass, up come a lons-legged cuss, aud 
says he, follow me. We went, we did — 
first short, and then double-quick. All of 
a sudden pop, bung, bang, bang, bang, 
went the bloody guns ou our left, that 
Goa only knew was there, for we didu’t, 
and the boys fell down like sheep. And 
tlieu the way we took them batteries. 
Well, you ought to have seen it — that’s all. 
M e saw our men drove away from their 
J^uus, and we made up our minds to gft 
’em, aud we charged, veiling like bloody 
h — l, drove the seceshes back a deuced 
sight quicker thau they come, and popped 
’em down at every shot. But when we’d 
got the guns the" fellers didn’t eotne to 
ttold ’em, and of course we couldn’t work 
’em, and we left. 

Another Great Trot. — The second 
trot over the Fashion Course, between 
Flora Temple and Ethan Allen and mate, 
w as even more exciting thau the first one. 
There were over four thousand persons 
present. Flora went in harness while Ethan 
Allen and Socks — his mate — went to wag- 
on. The first heat, made in the extraordi- 
nary time of 8.21 was veay closely con- 
tested, and was won by the team. In the 
second heat, which promised to have sur- 
passed any thing ever 6een on the trottiDg 
coarse, Ethan’s running mate carried him 
away, and both took to running at such 
a rate, that Sam. McLoughlin, their driver, 
could do nothing with them. Flora con- 
tinued the trot, making the time in 2.20 1 £. 
The judges decided that the team was dis- 
tanced lor runoiDg, aud the little mare was 
declared the winner.

The Great Battle at Stone Bridge— 
Manassas. 

The especial correspondent of the At- 
lanta, Ga , Confederacy, furnishes the mo*t 
direct description of the plans aud progress 
of the great battle of any we have yet seen, 
which we subjoin. It wus a well planned, 
hard fought tiela ou both sides, blit the 
strategy ot Johnston, and the artillery ot 
Beauregard could not be overcome : 

Army of the Potomac, ) 
Manassas, July 22, istil. * 

Yesterday, the 21st day of July, 1801, a 
great battle was fought, and a great victo- 
ry won by the Confederate troops, ileav- 
eu smiled on ovtr arms, and the God of bat- 
tles crowned our banners with laurels ol' 
glory. Let every patriotic heart give 
thanks to the Lord of Hosts for the victo- 
ry he Hus given His people ou His own 
holy day, the blessed Sabbath. 

Geu. Johnston had arrived th** preceed- 
ing day with about half of the force he 
had, detailed from Manchester, and was 
the senior officer iu command. He mag- 
nanimously insisted, however, that Gen. 
Beauregard’s previous plan should be car- 
ried out, and he wa- guided entirely bv the 
judgment aud ■•nperior foe d knowledge of 
the latter. M'lnle, therefore, Gen. Johc- 
stou was noiuiually in command, Beaure- 
gard was really the officer and hero of the 
day. You will be glad to learn that he was 
this day advanced from a Brigadier to the 
rank of a full General. 

At half-past six iu tbe morning, the ene- 
my opened tire from a battery planted on a 
Kill beyond Bull’s Ruu, and nearly oppo- 
site the center of our lines. The batterv 
was intended merely to “beat the bush,*’ 
and to occupy our attention, while he mov- 
ed a heavy column toward the Stone 
Bridge, over the same creek, upon our left. 
A*. 10 o’clock, anotht r battery was pushed 
forward, aud opened fire a short distance 
to the left of the other, aud near the road 
leading North to Centerville. This was a 
battery of riileii guns, aud the object of its 
lire was the same as that of the other. — 
They fired promiscuously into the woods 
and gorges ou this, the Southern side of 
Bull’s Ruu. seeking to create the impres- 
sion thereby, that our center would be at- 
tacked, und thus prevent us from sending 
reinforcements to our left, where the real 
attack was to be made. Beauregard was 
not deceived by the manojvre. 

It might uot be amiss to say, that Bull’s 
Run, or creek, is North of this place, and 
runs nearly due east, slightly curving 
around the Junction, the nearest part of 
which is about three and a half miles. The 
Stone Bridge i.t some seeen miles distant, in a 
north-wester! y direction, upon which our lejt 
wing rest d. Mitchell’s ford is directly 
Noith, aud distant lour miles, by the road 
leading to Centerville, which is seven 
miles iront the Juuctiou. On our right is 
Union Mills, on the same stream, where 
the Alexandria and Manassas railroad 
cro&ses the Run, and distant four miles. — 
Pr weeding from Fairfax Court House, by 
Centerville, to Sto,n Bridge, the enemy p issed 
in front of our entire line, but a distance 
ranging from fire to two miles. 

At o'clock, I reached an eminence 
nearly opposite the two batteries mention- 
ed above, and which commanded a full 
view of the country for miles around, ex- 
cept on the right. From this poiut I could 
trace the movements of the approaching 
hosts by the clouds ot dust that, rose high 
above the surrounding hills. Onr left, un- 
der Brigadier-Generals Evans, Jackson and 
Cocke, and Col. Bartow, with the Georgia 
Brigade, composed of the 7th and Sth regi- 
ments, ha-1 been put in motion, und was 
advancing upon the enemy with a force of 
about 15,000, while the enemy himself wus 
advancing uj*on our left with a compact 
columu ol at least 50,000. His entire force 
on this side of the Potomac is estimated at 
75,000, These approaching columns eu- 
conntered each otu**r rt 11 o'clock. 

Meanwhile, the two batteries in front 
kept up their lire upou the wooded hill 
where they supposed our centre lay. They 
sent occasional balls, from their rilled can 
non, to the eminence where your corres- 
pondent stood. Gens. Beauregard, John- 
ston aud Bonham reached this poiut at 12, 
aud oue.of these balls passed directly over 
aud very near them, and plunged into the 
ground a few paces lroin where I stood. 

At a quarter past 12, Johnston aud Beau- 
regard galloped rapidly forward iu the di- 
rection of Stone Bridge, where the ball bad 
now fully opened. 

The artillery were the first to open fire, 
precisely at 1 1 o’clock. By balf-px-t 1 1, the 
i infantry had engaged, and there it was 
that the battle began to rage. The dusky 
columns which had thus tar marked the 
approach of the two armies, now mingled 
with great clouds of smoke, as it rose from 
flashing guns below, and tUe two shot up 
together like a huge pyramid of red and 
blue. The sfiock was as tremendous as 
were the odds between the two forces. 
With what anxious hcaris did we watch 
that pyramid of smoko and dust ! When 
it moved to the right, we knew the enemy 
were giving way ; and when it moved to 
the left, we knew that our friends were re- 
ceding. Twice the pyramid moved to the 
right, aud as often returned. At List, about 
two o’clock, it began to move slowly to the 
left, and thus it continued to move for two 
mortal hours. The enemy was seeking to 
turn oar hjtfiank, uud to reach the railroad 
leading Lmce in the direction of Man- 
chester. To do this, be extended his lines, 
which he was enable to do by reason of his 
great numbers. This was unfortunate lor 
us, as it required a corresponding exten- 
sion of our own liuts to prevent his extreme 
right from ontfiankiug us — a movement ou 
our jiart which weakened the force of our 
resistance along the whole line of battle, 
w hich finally extended over a space of two 
miles. It. al.-o rendered it the more uilli- 
cult to bring up reinforcements, as the fur- 
ther the tuemy extended his right, the 
greater the distance our reserve forces had 
to travel to counteract me movement. 

This elfort to turu our flunk was pressed 
with great determination for five loug, 
weary hours, during which the tide of but- 
tle ebbed and flowed along the entire line 
with alternate fortunes. The enemy's col- 
umn continued to stretch away to the left, 
like a huge anaconda, seeking to envelope 
us within its mighty folds ajid crush ns to 
death ; and at oue time it really looked as 
if he would succeed. 

The moment he discovered the enemy’s 
order of battle. General Beauregard, it is 
said, dispatched orders to Gen. Ewell, ou 
our extreme right, to move forward and 
turu his left or rear. At the s*.me lime he 
crdcre Generals Jones, Longs t reel anil 
Bonham, occupying the center of our 
lines, to co-operate in this movement, but 
not to move until Gen. Ewell had made 
the attack. The order to Geu Ewell unfor- 
tunately miscarried. The others were de- 
livered, but as the movements of the cen- 
ter were to be regulated entirely by those 
on the right, nothing was done at all. JIad 
the orders to Hen. Rwelt been received and 
carried out, and our entire fora brought 
upon the field, tee thouhl have dvstroyed the 
enemy's army ahnoet literally. Attacked in 

Iront, on tue flank and iu the rear, he 
could not possibly have escaped, except at 
the loss ol thousands of prisoners and all 
his batteries, while the field would have 
been strewed with his dead. 

1 inding that, his orders had in some way 
failed to be executed, Gen Beauregard at 
List ordered tip a portion of the forces 
which were intended to co-operate with 
Gen. Ewell. It was late , however, before 
these reinforcements came up. Only 
one brigade reached the field before the 
battle was won. This was led by Gen. E. 
K. Smith, of Florida, formerly of the Uni- 
ted States army, aud was a part of Gen. 
Johnston’s column from Manchester. — 
They should have reached here the day be- 
fore, but were prevented by an accident on 
the railroad. They dashed on the charge 
with loud shoots and in the most gallant 
style. About the same time Major Elaey 
coming down the railroad from Winchester 
with me last of Johnston’s brigades, and 
hearing the firing immediately quit the 
train and struck across the country, and, 
encountered the extreme right of the en- 
emy as he was feeling his way around our 
Uank, and with hi s brig<ide struck him like a 
thunderbolt, full i n the Jace. Finding he 
was about to be outflanked himself, the 
enemy gave way after the second lire. — 



Meanwhile Beauregard rallied the center 
and dashed into tbe very thi-kest of the 
tight, and after him rushed our own hrx\.: 
boys, with a shout that seemed to shake 
the very earth. The result of ibis move- 
ment from three distinct points, was to 
force back the enemy, who began to ret: cat, 
first in good order, aud finally in mm-L 
confusion. At this point the cavalry were 
ordered upon the pursuit. The retreat now 
became a perfect rout, and it is reported 
that tbe tiyiug Legiocs rushed past Center- 
ville in tbe direction of Fairfax, as if the 
earth had been opening behind thi ill. It 
was when Gen. Beauregard led the tiuai 
charge, that his horse was killed by a shell. 

M r c captured thirty-four guns, including 
Sherman's famous battery, a large number 
of small arms, thirty wagons loaded with 
provisions, «fcc , and about seven hundred 
prisoners. Among the latter were Gen. 
Burnsides, of the Rhode Island brigade, 
Col Corcoran, of the New York Irish Zou- 
aves, Hon. Mr. Ely, member of Congress, 
from New York, Mr. Carrington, of this 
State, a nephew of the late William C. 
Preston, who had gone over to the enemy, 
and thirty-two Captains, Lieutenants, Ac. 
We came near bagging the Hon Mr. Fos- 
ter, Senator from Connecticut. 

The official reports of the casualties cf 
the day have not yet come in, and conse- 
quently it is impossible to say what our 
loss is. I can only venture an opinion, and 
that is, that we lost in killed, wounded and 
missing, about 1,500— of which about four 
hundred were killed. The enemy's loss 
was terrible, being at the lowest calcula- 
tion, 3,000. 

Tims far I have said but little of the part 
taken by particular officers and regiments; 
for the reason that I desire first to obtain 
all the facts. Nor have I slid anything of 
the gallant seventh ami eighth regiments 
from Georgia. This p»rt of my duty is 
most melancholy. It may be enough to 
say, that the.v were the oniy Georgia regi- 
ments here at the time, that they were 
among the earliest in the field, and in the 
thickest of tbe tight, aud that their praise 
is upi n the lips ot the whole army, from 
Gen. Beauregard down. Col. Gartreil led 
the seventh regiment, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Gardner the eighth, the whole 
under the command of Col. Birtow, who 
led them with a gallantry that was never 
excelled. It was when the brigade was or- 
dered to take one of the enemy’s strongest 
batteries, that it suffered most. It was a 
most desperate undertaking, and followed 
by the bloodiest results. The battery oc- 
cupied the top of a bill, ou the opposite 
side of Bull Run, with a small piece of 
woods ou the left. Descending the valley 
along the Ruu, he proceeded under cover 
of the hill to gain the woods alluded to, 
and from which he proposed to make a 
dash at the battery and capture it. On 
reaching the woods, he discovered that 
the battery was supported by a heavy in 
fautry force, estimated at 4,000 m on. This 
whole force, together with tbe battery, 
was turned upou the eighth regiment, 
which was iu the van, with terrific eif-ct.— 
fndeed, he was exposed on the flank and in 
front to a fire that the oldest veterans 
could not have stood. Tbe balls and shells 
from the battery, and the bullets Irom the 
small arms literally riddled the woods.— 
Trees six inches in diameter, aud great 
limbs were out off, and the ground strewn 
with the wreck. It became necessary to 
retire the eighth regiment, in order to re- 
form it. Meanwhile, CoL Bartow’s horse 
had been shot from under him. It w;is 
observed that the forces with which his 
movement was to be supported had not 
come up. But it was enough that he had 
been ordered to storm tbe battery; so, 
placing bimsell at the head of the seventh 
regiment, he again led the charge, this 
time on foot, and gallantly encouraging 
his men as they rushed on. The firft JLs 
charge front the enemy’s units ktlbd the 
regimental color-bearer 1 
ately sei'od the ‘Leg, and again putting 
bimsell in the fror.t, d '.stoat on, flag iu 
hand, hLs voice ringing clear over the 
battle-field, and saying, “On, my boys, we 
will die rather than yield or retreat.” And 
on the brave boys did go, and faster flew 
the enemy’s bullets. The tire was awful. 
Not h 8s thau 4,0C0 muskets were pouring 
their fatal eontectri UOB thUL while the 
battery itself was dealing death on every 
side. 

The gal ant Eighth Regiment, which 
had already passed through the distressing 
ordeal, again rallied, determined to stand 
by their chivalric Colonel to the last. The 
more furious the fire, the quicker became 
the advancing step of tbe two regiments. 
At last, and just when they were nearing 
the goal of their hopes, and almost in the 
arms of victory, the brave and noble Bar- 
low was shot dowu, the liall striking him 
in tbe left breast, just above the heart. 
Col. Bartow died soon after he w »s borne 
from tbe field, liis last words, as repeated 
to me, were: “they have killed me, my 
brave boys, but never give up the ship — 
we’ll whip them yet.” And so we did! 

The regiments' that suffered most and 
were in the thickest ot the fight, were the 
7tb and Sth Georgia, Hie 4th Alabama, 
Fourth South Carolina Hampton's Legion, 
and 4th Virginia. The New Orleans Waoh- 
ington Artillery did great execution. 

An Abolition IIolb in Kansas —The In- 
dependence (Mo) correspondent of the Si. 
Louis Republican, gives this true pencil 
sketch of Lawrence : 

The city of Lawrence is situated on the 
Kaw River, thirty-five miles south-west 
from Leavenworth. Its population is 
about two thonsaud. Next to Leavenworth 
it is the most important town in tbe Btate. 
It is beuutilully situated between the fer- 
tile valleys of the Kaw and Wak irusa riv- 
ers, and commands all the trade of South- 
ern Kansas. l’h*» Leavenworth and Fort 
Riley Railroad will piss through the town, 
when built. Lawrence was first settled by 
the New England Emigrant Aid Society, 
a party scut out by that delectable tribe, 
and led on by our present Governor, 
Charles Robinson, having located the 
town. Its inhabitants are chiefly of tl:>- 
John Brown politics, and woe be to th> 
uulortunate Missourian whose fugitive iif 
gro gets as far as Lawrence. All the Uni 
ted Slates Marshals in America could not 
find him, tor when ho arrives in that Afri- 
can heaven, he’s surelv found his “ Dixie’s 
Lund." 

Northern Cowards. — ' T he army corres- 
pondent of the Cineinnati Commercial, 
speaking of the bad conduct of one of the 
Ohio regiments at Manassas, makes the fol- 
lowing admission: 

It is proper to state that the number who 
flinched on the discovery of the masked 
battery was abont twenty-five to thirty. I 
found them in little squads of three to four, 
making their way out of the woods ami to 
the rear of our forces. Maj. Hughes, of 
Dayton, of Gen. Schenck ’s stall', wa- vainly 
striving to rally some of these fellows. Lie 
rode swiftly abont, hailing, persuading and 
threatening them, to induce a return to the 
ranks with their contra As. But it was 
generally in vain. Indeed, it will become 
necessarv to record instances of the ino-t 
disgraceful cowardice, not only in the Ohio 
regiments, but iu nearly every regiment on 
the field that memorable and ill-tated day.

Taxes aud More Taxes — W hat tti>- 

Ilouse of Representatives has 

Fussed. 

Yesterday we re ferred to the main fea- 
tures of the taxing directly the people of 
Kentucky to thc amount of about $1,-*00,- 
000 lor this year. 

Our people know how difficult it has 
been for them to juiy their State taxes, 
amounting to about one million of dollars 
a year. 

They can fully realize the weight of the 

burdi n which an additional tax to be 
taken directly from their pockets will im- 
pose upon them. 

It is for them to determine whether they 
will electa Legislature which will author- 
ize or requires our sheriffs, or permit Fed- 
eral agents, to collect two dollars and titty 
cents this year in place of each one dollar 
paid last jear — which will p* rmit our peo- 
ple, who have been deprived of their usual 
resources by the war waged by Lise oi.s,to 
be directly taxed two and a-half times a a 
much as tbej* ever were taxed before. 

But as we said yesterday, this direct tax 
is but a Bina’il portion of what cur people 
are called upon to pay to defray the expen- 
ses of this wicked war. 

On Thursday, tbe lh.h inst., the House 
of Representatives pissed “ A bill to pro- 
vide increased revenue from imports, to 
pay the interest or the public debt,” which 
wc Lave before us, aud we again call the 
attention ol the people ot Kentucky to the 
taxes it imposes : 

1. On brown sugar, cents per pound. 

2. Oa white sugar, C cents per ponod. 

y. Oa refined sugar, 4 cents per pound. 

4. On other sugar, G cents per pound. 

5. Ou molasses, 5 cents per gallon. 

G. Oa ten, l-> cbr.t- per pound. 

7. On cocoa, o cents per pound. 

K On prepa red cocoa , Scents per pound. 

On chocolate, G cents per pound. 

10. Ou cloves, 8 cents per jHaund. 

11. Oa cinnamon, 20 cents per pound. 

12. Oa eaj'enue pepper, 6 cents per pound. 

13. On cream tartar, G cents per pound. 

14. Ou giuger loot, 3 cents per pound. 

15. On ground ginger, 5 cents per pound. 

1G. On mate, 2> cents per :»ound. 

17. On nutmegs, 25 cents per pound. 

IS. On pimento, G cents per pound. 

19. On raisins, 5 cents per pound. 

20. On salt in sacks, 1* cents per 100 lbs. 

21. On coll ie, 5 cents per pound. 

Our poor people, whose patience and 
long suffering have led our oppressors 
to believe that they are destitute of spirit 
and ol manhood, and ready for the j'oke, 
are not only to be directly taxed to an ex- 
tent which they canuot bear, are not onlv 
to be harmssed and oppressed by Federal 
tax collectors in every county aud collec- 
tion district, but by the most direct indi- 
rection they are to be compelled to pay 
2J* cents more than they now pay for 
every pound of sugar they use, 5 cents 
more for every gallon of molasses, 15cents 
more for every pound of tea, 5 cents more 
for every pound of coffee, 18 cents more 
for every hundred pounds of salt, aud so 
on through the list we Lave given above. 

In this way, the citizen whose family 
use6 in a year one bag of coffee weighing 
ona hundred aud sixty pounds, and one 
barrel of sugar weighing two hundred 
pounds, will be taxed thirteen dollar* tor 
the prosecution ot Lincoln’s war, on these 
tiro a r 4 id ft alone / 

It is thus p-cpcscd by the Administra- 
tion to ruis.- the direct taxes ol - the people 
of Kentucky lroin one dollar to two dol- 
lars and fifty cents, from ten dollars to 
tweuty-tive dollars, from one hundred dol- 
lars to two hundred and fifty dollars, and 
in thc saniejproportion for intermediate 
aud larger sums, while, at the same time 
taxiug heavily by indirection almost every 
article they use in their families or other- 
wise! 

Aud yet the vast sums thus raised, or 
proposed to be raised, will not suffice to 
pay the ordinary expenses ol the Govern- 
ment under Lincoln’s rule! 

Our people are asked to submit to this 
sweeping, crushing, rtiino us taxation for 
the present purposes of the Administra- 
tion alone, and to saddle thems.-lves with a 
debt of hundreds and even thousands of 
millions of dollars, the payment of the 
annual interest oa which will perpetuate 
the present proposed taxation aud grind 
our children iu the dust, putting us and 
them in the power of the swarm of tax 
gatherers which, worse than the locusts of 
Egypt, will devour the laud ;uud the sub- 
stance thereof. 

More V»ays to Tax the People* 

We have before us the bill reported to 
the House from the Committee ou Ways 
•and Means lor “laying a direct tax and in- 
ternal duties.” With unimportant amend- 
ments it has passed the House ol Repre- 
sentatives, and. with some change perhaps 
in the manner of laying the direct tax, it 
will pass the Senate during the present 
week and become a law. 

It is divided into eighty-two sections, 
and makes a book of seventy-four pages. 

In regard to the mauuer of collecting 
tbc direct tax, and the internal duties and 
excise, the second section provides as fol- 
lows: 

“That for the purpose of assessing the 
above tux and collecting tbe same, together 
with the internal duties and excise herein- 
after provided, the President of the United 
States he, and he is hereby, authorized to 
divide, respectively, the States aad Terri- 
tories of the Unittd States and the District 
of Columbia into convenient collection 
districts, and to nominate, and, by and 
with the advice of the Senate, to appoint 
an assessor and a collector for each such 
diatriit, who stiall be freeholders aud resi- 
dent withiuthe same.” 

There are one hundred and 6even coun- 
ties in Kentucky. It will require at least 
one assessor and one collector in each 
county. And these thc President is au- 
thorized to appoint. The people are not 
only to be oppressed with taxes and har- 
rassed from their houses and their homes 
by tax gatherers, but they are not to have 
the poor privilege, as in the assessment and 
collection of their State taxes, of electing 
the assessors and collectors. The appoint- 
ment of these is given to the President, in- 
creasing his patronage and power, and giv- 
ing him the means of paying the most ob- 
sequious and corrupt and shameless of his 
retainers in the State for their rneuiul ser- 
vices in bis interest. 

The people are to be oppressed, the pow- 
er of the oppressor is to be increased, and 
a reward is also to be provided for thc 
cross roads politicians and village dema- 
gogues who have labored so hard to cheat 
the masses into an abandonment of their 
most precious rights aud privileges ! 

In addition to the direct tax on thc lands, 
and lots, and the houses and improve- 
ments thereon in thc State, the following 
taxes are imposed in the bill: 

1. A tax on stills, or other implements 
used in lieu of stills, ia the lonn of a li- 
cense to be obtained from the collector ol 
the district, at the following rates : “For a 
a license for thc employment of a still or 
stills for .md during the term of two 
weeks, ten cents for each gallon of the 
Capacity of every such still, including the 
head thereof ; for a license for and during 
the term of one month, twenty cents for 
each gallon of its capacity, as aforesaid ; I 
for a license for aad during the term of 



two mouths, thirty cents for each gall m of 
its capacity, as aforesaid : for a license for 
and during the term of three months, fifty 
cents for each gallon of its capacity, as 
aforesaid and so on up to one dollar and ' 
fifty cents for license for out year for each 
g-dlou of ill 2 capacity of the still ; aud 
then a tax is imposed “on every boiler, 1 
however constructed, employed for tbe 
purpose of generating steam in these dis- 
tilleries where wooden or other vessels :ire ( 
used instead of metal stills.” < 

2. In addition to the duties payable for 
licences, there is to be paid “ou all spirits 
distilled on aud after the first day ol Jan- 
uary” next, “the dutj' of ten cents on each 
and every ga’lon.” 

3. The ooth section of the bill says — 
“That, on and after the first daj' of Jaa- 
u.irj' next, there shall be paid on all ale, 
beer, porter, aud ether similar fermented 
liquors, by whatever name such liquors 
maj- be called, a du:j* of three cents for 
each and every gallon which shall be 
brewed or manufactured within the United 
States or thc territories thereof.” 

4. Carriage* and watches are taxed in 
the G5th section at the following rates : if 
not worth more than fifty dollars, one dol- 
lar; if worth more than fifty and less than 
one hundred dollars, four dollars; if worth 
more than one hundred and less than two 
hundred dollars, eight dollars; if worth 
more than two hundred and less than four 
huhdred dollars, sixteen dollars; if worth 
more than four hundred and less than six 
hundred dollars, twenty-two dollars; if 
wut ih more than six hundred and less than ) 
eight hundred dollars, thirty dollars; ii 
worth more than eight hundred and less 
thaaoLe thousand dollars, forty dollars; 
if worth more than one thousand dollars, 
fifty dollars. 

5. The 71st section lays a duty of one 
per cent, ou all promisory bills or notes 
issued for circulation as currency if of less 
denomination than ten dollars, and of one 
half of one percent, if of a larger denom- 
ination than ten dollars. 

This is a pretty good beginning ! 

Linds, houses, carriages, watches, stills, 
boilers used iu distilleries, all distilled li- 
quors, ale, beer, porter, aud bank notes — 
specific aud lircet taxes are laid on all 
these, and thc President is to have the ap- 
pointment of au army of officers to assess 
aud collect these duties 1 

If this has all been done in less than live 
months, what may we not fear iu twelve 
moutht — how shall we not be oppressed in 
four years ? 

It is time for our people to pause and 
think. They have blindly followed a cor- 
rupt aud unscrupulous set of demagogues 
to the very brink of .the yawning chasm. 
These demagogues arc to receive tt eir pay 
iu appointments to the multitude of offices 
created by this act, ami to be created here- 
after for their benefit: the people — what 
have they got ? Their peace has beeu de- 
stroyed; their trade has beeu annihilated; 
their commerce has beeu cut off : their 
homes are endangered; taxes are laid on 
almost every thing they eat, or wear, or 
drink, or use in any way; and their sub- 
stance is to be eaten up by those who have 
deceived aud cheated them for selfish and 
unpatriotic ends ! 

Fellow-citizens, if you would not con- 
tinue this oppression, sec to it that you vote 
far no body for member of the next Legis- 
lature who symp uluses with or will sup- 
port the Administration which has brought i 
all there upon us !

isville and Nashville Railroad taking with 
them contra band goods.

ment, and a regiment of Home duo rtlx . — 
Why are **IIome Guards’’ 6 ent more than 
100 miles from home?

wars. too. It will also be seen that the 3 
months volunteers refuse to enlist, and 
Home Guards must till the list: 

All day Saturday, troops were moving in 
different directions through the city, and 
every Iking was exein inent and activity 
ameng the military. In the luorsiug the 
regiment of Zouaves, under Col. Smith, 
went down to the Arsenal, were reviewed, 
and returniuu. embarked in the steamer 
lies Moines, for Bird’.- Point. The vessel 
left the Keokuk wharf-boat, with her load, 
durirg the evening. 

The 13th liiinoi? regiment arrived on 
the North Missouri road just at dark 
and marched to the ArscuaL They were 
under orders to leave at an early hour on 
Sunday morning for Bird’s Point, no time 
for rest being given, as a:i attack is imme- 
diately expected there. The 3d regiment 
of Home Guaids were ordered to appear 
at the Arsenal Sunday morning, and it is 
expe/rted they will also be scut down the 
river. The most serious apprehensions of 
an attack by the Southern forces on Bird's 
Point are entertained, and reinforcements 
w ill be furnished as rapidly as possibly. 

From present upp- a ranees, but lew cf 
the three months volunteers, whose time 
has expired, will re-enlist lor the war. 

F.st u»e or Twenty -Nike Prisoners 
from thi: St. Lo: is Jait.. — We learn from 
the St. Louis pjptrs that ou Sunday last 
the prisoners confined in the county jail 
made their escape. The deputy jailer was 
going his rounds, removing the buckets 
Pom the e-ells, and when he reached the 
las; olo, in which was coulined Ulysses 
Harrison, a murderer, Alcdk McBride and 
Lryan alaknc, two equally desperate char- 
acters, he wit- attacked, kuocked down, 
gagged, and loc ked in the celL These men 
then got the keys and opened all the cells. 
Thirty-one prisoners escaped, but two were 
aih rward.- c night. Among the fugitives 
^vrve. Michael l.yon. charged with murder; 
John Dugin, murder; Hugh McDonald, 
alias Doe. Riley, robbery: Michael Kennedy, 
wife i»oisoniug and bigamy. 

More Puofiiectes Fulfilled. — A 
squad of captured New York Zouaves, on 
reaching Richmond the other day, were 
heard to declare that of all the hopes, 
praises, and prophecies, held up to them by 
iheir leaders, the cry that they should be 
“in Richmond iu July" was the only one 
fu'fi’.led. They abo freely add, that if they 
had read tLe prophecy right, they would 
not have made the trip— it was “a bard road 
to travel” in July. The Washington Star, 
Hessian organ, made this prophecy which 
was literally lullillcd. Their “traps,” guns 
and all were thrown away : 

Among the volunteers already here there 
are not a lew witli company baggage as 
heavy and unwiedlj as half a regiment’s 
baggage should be. The chan -e- are live 
to one thi; it they move on to Richmond 
ro encumbered, three-fourths of their traps 
will necessarily have to be burned or 
thrown away e n tin u have proceeded la'cnty- 
tin i, like lrom the Federal metropolis. 

There arc men so void of philos- 
ophy as to say that the mere fact ot tiring 
onto Fort Funner, was the cause of the war 
between the North and the South. They 
cannot look behind that point and sec the 
long line of events which transpired for 
years previous, all culminating in the at- 
tack on the Fort and making it perfectly 
justifiable.

Washington, July Jit*, 1801. 
The Senate adopted an amendment to-day 
to the Taxation bill, increasing the present 
tariff on taxed articles teu per cent., aud 
the present free list ten p.r cent., thus 
making the bill almost prohibitory. There 
is great objection to the bill as thus amend- 
ed, although but seven Senators voted 
against it. 

Hie Senate likewise agreed to a tax on 
raw, white and chived sugar of two cents 
per pound, and colored sugar aud candies 
six cents per pound; molasses five ceui?

Till! CAPITAL IN DANGER, 

Project ol the Rebels for Capturing 
h asliington — Lee to Arouse Balti- 
niore— Rea ti regard to Engage Jlc- 
< lei I an and Ilcnnuigsen to I)i>lodge 
Ro.*ecraiis— Cry For Peace. 

[Special to the N. V. Times ] 

Washington, July 25. 

In these exciting times, when so many 
rumors, having omyuu imaginary founda- 
tion, are gaining currency, it is bad policy 
to add to their number, but I will be par- 
doned lor communicating a project wuieh 
a military officer ot high rank has just as- 
sured me is now entertained by the Rebels 
for gaining possession of lue Capital. The 
recent success of the. Confederate forcis 
at Manassas has determined their leaders 
to adopt another plan of campaign. 

They think it useless now to defend 
Richmond, but they deem it necessary to 
occupy this city and Baltimore, and to ac- 
complish that end they have uot only 
agreed upon the following plan of opera- 
tions, but they have begun to put it imo 
practice. 

According to my authority, Gen. Lee, 
who has now, as you know, »et his corps ■ 
d'orutn iu motion, under the pretext of at- 
tacking eur army in Western Virginia, 
really intends to direct bis force upon the 
up’ier Potomac, which he w ill cross at a 
distance of about forty miles from Wash- 
ington. Once there, he will be joined by 
the Se essiouists, who are secretly organi- 
zing all over Maryland, and will then at- 
tack Washington on its unfortified aud dc- 
lcnseless side. 

At the suae time, Beauregard will make 
a movement against McClellan, whom he 
will keep busy within his own lines, :hus 
preventing his taking part iu the de tenses 
of the city. Johuiton will be left to watch 
aud counteract Patteison’s movements; a 
strong column will be sent against Butler 
lrom Richmond; aud Pryor, the chevalier 
of the bowic-kaile, aud ilenningsen, the 
companion of Walker, the lillibuster, will 
die badge Rosecrans from the posi'ion he 
occupies in Western Virginia. Such, ac- 
cording to the information I have received, 
is the plan the Rebels have adopted. 

I know the Administration expressed the 
opinion, the other day, that Washington 
cannot lie taken. I know ?uch is uot their 
opinion to-da>; aud that they are momen- 
tarily expecting the approach of Gen. Lee. 

1 know also mat a great muuy persons, 
mainly the politicians, will lull the people 
into mistaken confidence. What will be 
the consequence ? The nation, suddenly 
aroused by the affair at Bull’s Run. will, 
under these soothing assertions, >.o to sleep 
again, until awakened by a new disaster. 

Shall we sutler this to take place, or 
shall we prepare ourselves against all con- 
tingencies ot the kind ? Snail »ve main- 
tain our army on the same footing, allow- 
ing, lack ol discipline to rule supreme, 
soldiers to leave their camps for 
the indulgencies of cities, regiments to re- 
main disorganized, the city unl'ortiied, 
soldiers commanded by lawyers aud mer- 
chants, officers iu peace, civilians iu war ? 
Shall we continue to have no camps in 
which our soldiers may be inured to the 
fatigue of a long march, no schools to in- 
struct them in the tactics of war, and 
in the evolutions indispensable to the suc- 
cess of u campaign ? to evolutions by bat- 
talions, regiments aud divisions ? 

If the state of things in which we have 
lived hitherto, is going to last, permit a 
mau who knows what armies are, and what 
they must be, what the defenses of a coun- 
try must consist of, what are the require- 
ments and eventualities of war, to tell you 
tuat there is no use for you to 6 end any 
more uien to Washington.
